In 
some kinds of plants, tho long fibre 
Is produced pure, as in the case of 
cotton, of which the Arabs made use 
.centuries ago. The cost- of pure cot- 
ton Is too "great to warrant its use 
In the paper Industry and '.cotton 
rags may bo vsèd In substitution. 
Even '■rags ■.are' ,tôo;' expensive ' for 
making any but the most ^costly 
paper. • . 

Wood Fibre Used. 
II was discovered that fljjros of 
certain kinds of wood could be used 
and at a very; sniall cost. It Is of 
this that the ■ne\Vspaper8 are made. 
This paper Is so thin that It Aj^ould 
tnko about . 350 sheets of the news- 
paper to measure one Inch In thick- 
ness. Tliéro Is & certain kind of In- 
dian - paper which Is so thin that 
1,000 sheets of It would measure but 
'one Inch, and surprlBlng as It may 
Hcem. this paper possesses tho quali- 
ties of strength and durability, 

In principle the making of paper 
Ih extremely simple. It consists In 
flic first place .of grinding; up.- or 
Hhi'cddInK imder water, . tho < raw 
iiintflrli.il. Tho grinding yjelds a fine 
' inaBR- of ■ fibres,' wljlch, aro. noatfld' In 
water. Whiteness Is produced by 
Mo.'ichlng.

Form Inexpensive 
SourçejÛtf Papier 

Dr. F. E. Lloyd Shows Coh' 
nection Between Botauy 
And Paper Manufacture 

OPERA TION SIMPLE 

Ordinary Paper Made Of 
Woody Fibres — ^Rags Used 
In Expensivcj^Paper ; 

"Paper l8 a felt of : fibre* derived 
from ono or another kind bfi-plaht" 

; declared Dr. F. 13. Lloyd. MacDon- 
ald Professor of Botany, In his brief 
radio talk • yesterday afternoon deal-

•In the paper Industry and '.cotton 
rags may bo vsèd In substitution. 
Even "rags are too expensive ' for

Wood Fibrs Uied. 
11 was discovered that fibres of 
certain kinds of wood could be used 
and at a very small cost. It is of 
this that the newspapers are made. 
This paper 'is .80 _ thin that .It >)cou1d 
lake about .350 ' sheets of ' the news- 
paper- to measure one inch In thick- 
ness. There is a certain kind of In- 
dian paper which is so thin that 
1,000 sheets' of .lt would measure but 
'one Inch, and surprising as It may
